If  anjr  thing  furdter  were  necessary  to  convince  us  that 
the  acquisition  of  useful  knowledge,  and  a  moderate  acquaint¬ 
ance  with  the  world,  were  proper  for  cvery^  person  whose  si¬ 
tuation  and  leisure  would  comport  with  the  pursuit :  it  would 
be  tliat  nrren  of  onderstanding  have  been  generally  sought  for, 
by  princes  of  the  most  unbounded  power,  and  treated  at^ohcc 
with  great  respect,  and  loaded  with  rich  remunerations.  Even 
some  knowledge  of  the  world  seems  necessary  to  them  thst 
would  despise  it ;  that  is,  its  corruptions  and  spirit.  *  Thp 
era  has  elapsed,  when  b}*  the  pious,  Ignorance  was  to  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  the  mother  of  Devotion,  and  men  have  confide 
more  in  bringing  both  actions  and  things  to  the  lighty  in  ordei* 
to  judge  of  them,  than  formerly  was  either  fashionable 
weH  practicable,  in  the  dark  night  of  the  middle  ages.  \  We 
have  been  in  the  habit  of  considering  a  human  mind  lefr  tO 
the* dominion  of  rude  prejudices,  aud  its  native  4 gtforance, 
as  a  wild  but  luxuriant  garden,  where  sturdy  weed#  and  npx^ 
ous  plants  usurp  the  place  of  both  the  salubrious  vegetable 
and  the  ornamental  flower.  To  labor,  therefore,  as  they  ihiy 
be  enaUed,  in  the  eradication  of  these  obstructing  weeds,  ‘as 
^  well  as  more  directly  to  promote* the  growth  of  whatever  may 
really  be  worth  cqltfvatTon,  is  the  arduous  t^sk  which  the 
Editors  have  contemplated  in  the  conducting  of  the  periodical 
work  before  them the  success  whereof  depr^nds  upon  what 
shaU  follow,  and  which  must  thei'efore  be  left  tt>  speak,  in  the 
main,  for  itself.

TO  SNUFF-TAKERS,  SMOKERS?  AND 
CHEWEHS  OF  TOBACCO. 

It  is  difficult  to  contemplate  man  in  a 
more  absurd  and  ridiculous  light,  than  in 
hit  attachment  to  Tobacco  ;  a  weed  not 
more  nauseous  to  the  taste,  than  unfriend¬ 
ly  to  HeaUh  and  Morals.  Its  influence 
upon  both,  it  is  here  proposed  to  be*ex- 
hibited^  in  a  concise  manner,  for  the  se¬ 
rious  consideration  of  those  who  are  ad¬ 
dicted  to  its  use. 

And  Jirat^  ixs  effects  on  Health.— It 
may  be  asserted,  on  the  highest  medical 
authority,  that  the  use  of  Tobacco  im¬ 
pairs  the  appetite ;  that  it  promotes  indi¬ 
gestion,  through  the  waste  of  the  saliva, 
in  chewing  and  smoking  ;  that  it  produ¬ 
ces  many  of  those  disorders,  which  are 
seated  in  the  nerves ;  as  tremors  in  the 
hands,  head-ach,  epilepsy,  palsy,  ap^ 
plexy,  and  many  other  complaints.  The 
hot  smoke  of  tobacco  has  destroyed  a 
whole  set  of  teeth,  in  a  very  short  time ; 
and  as  well  as  chewing,  it  fouls  the  mouth, 
and  necessarily  renders  the  breath  ex¬ 
tremely  offensive.  The  use  of  Snuff  in¬ 
jures  the  voice,  by  obstructing  the  nose  ; 
it  renders  the  complexion  of  a  disagree¬ 
able  dusky  color ;  and  abo  taints  the 
sweetest  breath  with  the  rank  odour  of  a 
tobacco-cask.  ^  For  this  reason  the  ladies 
of  fashion  in  France,  it  is  said,  seldom 
take  snuff  till  they  marry — a  very  high 
compliment,  no  doubt,  to  their  husbands. 
The  memory  has  likewise  been  entirely 
lost  by  an  excessive  use  of  snuff.  This 
was  the  ease  with  Sir  John  Pringle,  pre¬ 
sident  ol  the  Royal  Society  of  London ; 
but  after  following  the  advice  of  his 
friend,  Dr.  Franklin,  to  desist  from  tak¬ 
ing  snuf]^  he  very  soon  regained  liia 
powers  of  memofy,  though  at  a  very 
advanced  age. 

Secondly,  its  effects  on  Morals. — 
Smoking  and  chewing  promote  a  thirst 
for  strong  drink,  which  leads  to  intem¬ 
perance  and  drunkenness..  Smoking  dis¬ 
poses  to  idleness,  which  is  the  roor^  df 
mahy ‘evils.  ,The  use  ’of  tobacco  is  ne- 
"ceSsarHy  connected  "with  a  neglect  of 
dlCiinliness,  which,  for  its  favorable  effect 
ought  to  be  ranked  among  the 


cardinal  virtues.  Smoking  is  offensiro 
to  those  who  do  not  smokes  andf  ter 
smoke,  therefore,  under  such  circum* 
stances,  is  a  breach  of  good  manners— 
to  these  may  be  added,  that  smoking  se- 
gars  is  a  very  common  cause  of  acci^nts 
by  fire,  as  the  dail^  reports  in  our  news¬ 
papers  of  destructive  conflagrations  will 
testify. 

The  friends  oT  tobacco  offer  two  argu¬ 
ments  in  its  favor  s  first,  that  is  a  preser¬ 
vative  from  contagious  diseases,  but 
fact  contradicts  this  idea.  Howard,  the 
phtbfithropist,*  proved  it  had  no  efficacy 
in  checking  the  contagion  of  the  plague  ; 
and  experience  in  this  country  has  amply 
ascertained,  that  it  is  equally  ineffectual 
against  the  influenza  or  yellow  fever.  2d. 
That  smoking,  and  snuff  relieve  that  un-_ 
easiness  that  arises  from  eating  too  plen< 
liful  a  meal. — A  far  more  rational  and  ef¬ 
fectual  remedy  would  be  to  cat  less;  and 
thereby  derive  the  additional  advantage 
of  avoiding  the  sin  of  gluttony. 

To  conclude— The  greatest  philoto^ 
pbers  and  physicians  uniformly  condemn 
the  use  of  tobacco.  Dr.  Franklin,  a 
few  months  before  his  death,  declared 
with  exultation,  that  he  had  never  uscil 
tobacco,  in  any  way,  in  the  course  of  bis 
long  life  I  and  it  is  believed  that  Wash¬ 
ington  could  make  the  same  boast.  Dr; 
Kush  has  written  an  essay  against  it, 
from  which  several  of*  the  facts  here  iiv- 
troduced,  are  derived. 

Arouse,  then  I  O,  ye  snuff-takers:, 
chewers,  and  smokers!  Exert  yourselves 
to  overcome  this  destructive  and  grow¬ 
ing  evil  1  ^  The  inhabitants  of  the  Ufflied 
States  are  said  to  consume  more  tobacco 
than  any  other  civilized  nation  on  earth, 
or  than  any  uncivilized,  the  Turks  only 
excepted.  Are  you; then  ambitious  to 
bear  away  the  palm  from  the  Mahome¬ 
tans,  for  those  unenviable  qualities, 
which  that  indolent,  ignorant,,  and  bar¬ 
barous  nation  of  smokers  proverbially

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QUACK  MEDICINES. 

THE  act  for aUowtDg exclusive  rights 
.to  inventors  has  becis  in  operation  in  Engw 
land  perhaps  one  hundred  years.  If  we 
may  -ground  a  conjecture  on  the  fertility 
.  of  English  invention  from  a  comparison 
with  t^t  of  America  siace  March  1789, 
we  may  suppose  that  nearly  ten  thousand 
r^uack  medicines  a  year,  havQ  been  pub¬ 
lished  to  make  EogUshmen  healthy  and 
immortal.  For  sgarcely  one  of  th^m 
promises  less  than  perfect  vigor  and  se¬ 
curity  against  all  disease.  There  is 
scarcely  a  three  shilling  thumb  bottle, 
that,  if  you  will  believe  hs  advertise¬ 
ment,  will  not  enable  a  lame  beggar  to 
rise  from  the  dunghill  and  play  Hercules 
with  his  cratches.  In  short^  any  man 
who  can  only  swallow,  is  to  be  considered 
as  k  phial,  into  which  the  Elixir  of  Im¬ 
mortality  may  be  poured.  Its  elficacy 
irke  that  of  a  hitnp  of  saltpetre  in  a  fire¬ 
brand,  it  hot  at  all  impeded  by  the  inert¬ 
ness. of  the  subject  on  which  it  acts.  To 
live,  forever  requires  nothing  more  than 
that  a  mun  should  be  able  to  pay  forever 
i*or  a  table  spoonful  of  the  dew  that  drips 
from  Jupiter’s  nose,  as  he  quails  nectar- 
on  the  top  of  Mount  Olympus,  Hebe  and 
Jfygeia  no  doubt  have  a  patent  for  bot¬ 
tling  it.  As  avarice  governs  this  world,' 
there  is  clear  evkleoce  that  avarice  thins 
.the  crowds  that  kick  one  another’s -shins 
oo  its  thronged  surface.  Men  die  for 
meer  stinginess  to  save  cliarges  because 
are  too  mean  spirited  to  give  three  i 
ahilUngs  to  save  life  ;  an  ofifer  made  to 
every  man,  and  yet  hundreds  and  thou- 
aands  die  with  money  in  their  pockets  ; 
ahame  on  the  mercenary  spirit  of  this] 

» 'But  after  thus  expending  our  admira¬ 
tion  6n  the  invention  of  one  set  of  men 
and  the  sordidness  df  another,  we  turn 
to  Another  side  of  the*  subject.  | 

In  one  hundred  years  there  have  been  I 
probably  a  million  patent  quack  medi-l 
cines,  of  these  million,  seven  or  eight  ^ 
hundred  thousand  have  raised  the  inven¬ 
tors  from  tjie.mireof  squalid  poverty  and; 
ignorance,*  to  wealth.  Say,  if  you  will,  j 
one  hundred  thousand  men  have  swallow-  i 
ed  each  quack  medicine.  How  wonder¬ 
ful  then  is  the  mercy  of  Providence,  that 
a  ^mgle  man  is  now  living.  .The  desola¬ 
tion  of  Noah^s  flood  was  nothing  to  it. 
Ji  Till  ihe  Bi€D  whom  patent  quaok  medi¬ 
cines  have  put  under  ground,  were  now 
upon  it,  they  would  lip  three  deep.— - 
Great .  Britain  is  a  little  Island,  and  1 
leave .  it  to  Astronomers  to  determiivc 


whether  the  pUe  would  not  there  rise  so 
high  that  the  moon  as  it  whirls  round 
would  hitch  against  the  front  rank;  How¬ 
ever  that  may  be,  happily,  these  people 
instead  of  disturbing  the  world’s  good 
order,  are  now  helping  its  grass  to  grow. 

But  a  million  quack  medicines  in  one 
hundred  years  !  Death,  what  an  army 
hadst  thou  I  and  like  the  army  of  Xerxes, 
they  are  now  no  more,  for  of  the  million, 
scarcely  ten  patent  drugs  are  in  use.  Not 
one  of  the  dead  however  fell  alone — each 
slew  his  hundreds  and  his  thousands. — 
The  sixty  years  of  war  in  the  last  century 
is  white  and  innocent  compared  with  the 
blood  shed  by  patent  quacks.  A  pill 
kills  as  surely  as  a  buck  shot. 

It  is  indeed  curious  to  see  how  folly 
sprouts  under  the  knife  like  asparagus, 
the  more  fruitful  for  being  cuf.  Patent 
medicines  multiply,  our  Gazettes  are 
crowded  with  their  advertisements,  cre¬ 
dulity  survives  its  sad  experience,  and 
seems  in  fact  to  enjoy  that  immortality 
that  its  hundred  thousand  victims  have 
so  miseraldy  missed. 

With  this  fact  before  our  eyes  when 
we  read,  and  still  more  solemnly  before 
our  eyes  when  we  walk  in  the  grave  yard, 
and  meditate  in  death’s  patent  office,  can 
we  doubt  that  the  sense  of  mankind  go¬ 
verns  them,  can  we  doubt  that  man  is  a 
reasonable  animal,  capable  of  self  govern¬ 
ment,  if  we  do,  let  us  take  almost  any 
patent  medicine,  and  we  shall  doubt  no 
more.
